then I am a fool of sorts. 


My first contact to prove or 
disprove the 
prediction 
was 
Alice Quan at China Camp. Her 
report of bait fishing9 “Lousy, 
Ralph, just plain lousy! Been 
that 
way 
for 
seven 
weeks, 
now.” My spirits dropped. I 
called on Joe Nerviani to back | 
me up. 
He reported: “I had 10 boats 
out on Saturday. Four of the 
boats, however, went across to 
buoy 10. All had fish. Not large 
ones, 17 and 18 inches mainly, 
but each boat had fish, three 
or four to the boat.” 
My spirts started to rise a 
bit. So next I contacted Frank 
Joseph of Rodeo. Frank only 
rents skiffs and mainly his pa­ 
trons go in for bait fishing 
rather than trolling. I listened 
while Frank talked and my 
spirits soared.

How To Count 


Tiles For Floor 


Home handymen can use this 
simple formula for figuring the 
number of tiles needed for a 
room when installing 9” x 9” 
vinyl asbestos tile, according 
to the Construction Research 
Bureau, n a t i o n a l clearing 
house for building information 
Multiply the room’s length 
by its width to get the square 
footage Then double this fig­ 
ure and subtract 10 per cent. 
Taking an 11’ x 12’ room, 
square footage would be 132. 
Double this would he 264. Sub­ 
tract 10 per cent 
20 in round 
num ber—and the number of 
tiles needed is 238. or three 
boxes of 80 tiles each 
If alcoves or offsets make 
the walls uneven, the square 
footage they occupy should he 
added or subtracted from the 
total sauare footage before it 
is doubled. 
This formula wforks because 
a standard 9” x 9" tile is 9/16;

CHP Clamps Down On Fire 
Tossed From Moving Cars 


It's only fair- to give fair warning 
that the California Highway Patrol is 
on the prowl, even more than usual. 


They’ll be watching for speeders, 
reckless and drunken drivers, as usual. 
But they are particularly alert at pres­ 
ent for persons who toss lighted or 
flaming materials, including cigarettes, 
from vehicles. 
There's a good reason for this. Cali­ 
fornia's tinder-drv roadsides are ready 
to erupt into flames with the least 
encouragement. 
And 
all 
too 
often 
motorists supply that encouragement. 
The CHP started the increased em­ 
phasis on catching flame throwers less 
than a month ago. 
CHP Commissioner 
Bradford M. Crittenden has reported to 
the governor that between July 10 and 
31, a total of 165 arrests have been 
made. 
The campaign 
is continuing 
vigorously. 
The commissioner also noted that his 
men arrested two Marin youths charged 
with setting a disastrous brush fire on 
Mt. Diablo. 
The governor called upon the public 


to assist by alerting the ( ’HP whenever 
a citizen sees a violation of this type. 
“ I hope that anyone who sees a vio­ 
lation will call ZEnith 1-1200, the CHP 
emergency 
number, 
or contact any 
patrolman with the vehicle's license 
number,” Gov. Edmund G. Brown de­ 
clared. He praised the public response 
so far. 
There certainly is need for strict 
enforcement. A drive through Franklin 
Canyon toward Martinez gives mute 
proof of the destruction resulting from 
a tinv flame in the wrong place. 
It is 
almost terrifying to drive through the 
canyon and wonder how it must have 
been there when flames licked high in 
the trees edging both sides of the road. 
Take the Franklin Canyon drive, then 
come back to Marin and observe the 
dry grass and brush: picture a fire get­ 
ting started in it. 
That w ill send cold chills down your 
spine, remind you to put that cigarette 
in the car's ash tray, and keep you 
watchful for an arching shower of 
sparks proclaiming someone else hasn’t 
done the same.

WASHINGTON — Congress 
is w inning its battle to get the 
administration to step up its 
support for Project Rover, the 
program to develop a nuclear 
rocket for space flights. 


After considerable congres­ 
sional arm-twisting and sev­ 
eral 
budget 
revisions, 
the 
Kennedy administration final­ 
ly budgeted $92 4 million for 
Project Rover for the 1962 fis­ 
cal year w’hich began July 1. 


This responds to the $90 
million sought for the 1962 
program by the operating ag­ 
encies, the Atomic Energy 
Commission, and the National 
Aeronautics and Space Ad­ 
ministration. 
Project 
Rover 
has received strong backing 
from the Joint Committee on 
Atomic Energy and the House 
Committee on Science and 
Astronautics. 


THE BATTLE over funds 
for Rover is much like that 
which occurred between the 
executive and Congress over 
the nuclear submarine during 
and after World War II. Con­ 
gress then goaded the execu­ 
tive to move ahead on the 
nuclear submarine, in which 
the U. S. has outclassed the 
Soviet Union. 
Congress is similarly urg­ 
ing the administration today 
to focus its attention on de­ 
veloping a nuclear space rock­ 
et. Many members of the two 
congressional committees be­ 
lieve that the United States 
can "leapfrog” over the Soviet 
lead in space by perfecting 
as soon as possible—certainly 
before the end of the 60’s— a 
nuclear rocket for interplane­ 
tary travel 
Sen 
Clinton P. Anderson 
(R, N.M.) recently told Con­ 
gressional 
Quarterly, 
“We 
think that Rover will be a 
second triumph for America 
equal to the nuclear-propelled 
submarine.” 
ANDERSON said that nu­ 


clear-propelled rockets prom­ 
ise “the capacity to put large 
payloads into outer space at 
an early date. They are the 
key to interplanetry travel, 
to maimed expedition« to the

gine.” 


THE SENATE Committee 
on Aeronautical and Space 
Sciences on June 27 said that 
if the Rover program, as pres­ 
ently planned, stays on sched­ 
ule. the first “flight testing 
of a nuclear rocket system” 
will occur “in the 1966-67 
time period.” 
Because of government red- 
tape, delay in setting goals for 
the program and inadequate 
funds, the House Committee 
and 
the 
Joint 
Committee 
have noted that the target 
date for the first Rover flight 
test has slipped back from 
1965 to 1966-67. They fear 
that it will slip back another 
year. 


Rep. Thomas G. Morris (D, 
N.M.), a member of both com­ 
mittees, believes that they 
should ride herd on the agen­ 
cies. “To assure that the tar­ 
get date is met, even if we 
have to kick some ot our own 
sacred cow* to put this thing 
on schedule, I think we should 
do R,” he said.
